METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: WILLESDEN DIVISION 
A clinical meeting of the Willesden Division was held at the 
Willesden General Hospital on December 16th, 1931, when 
Mr. W. K. Irwin (St. Paul’s Hospital) gave an address on the 
diagnosis and treatment of some important bladder conditions. 

He said that the principal growths of the bladder were 
papillomata and carcinomata, and that their diagnosis was 
made with the cystoscope. Other growths were too rare to 
require consideration. Papillomata were destroyed by dia- 
thermyv. Carcinomata were excised by diathermy, allowing 
an inch of margin around the growth. The final results in 
both conditions were excellent. Cystitis was almost invariably 
secondary to either renal disease or obstruction of the outflow 
of urine from the bladder. It could only be cured by atten- 
tion to the primary causes. If a pyelitis were present it was 
probably due to a calculus or to tubercle. One of the earliest 
signs of renal tubercle was polyuria or frequency of micturi- 


tion. In the cystitis which supervened patches of j 

tion and ulcers would be by the

state of both kidneys was decided by ureteric catheterization 

and guinea-pig inoculation. Removal of the kidney for te i 

tuberculosis was the only cure, and this depended on Ps 

presence, condition, and function of the other kidney, Sandal 

wood oil relieved the subjective symptoms of tuberculo : 

kidney. An acute pyelitis was often mistaken for an attack 

of influenza, and might often be followed by a chroni 

cystitis. A chronic pyelitis which did not clear up must be 
fully investigated. The pyelitis of pregnancy general] 

occurred ii the fourth month, was on the right side, was res 
to Bacillus coli, and was treated satisfactorily by hexaming - 
and acid sodium phosphate. Any obstruction, such as strig, 
ture or diseased prostate, would eventually excite a cystitis 

In this category was locomotor ataxia with retention, calling 
for suprapubic drainage. Enlarged prostate rarely occurred 
before the age of 50. The lecturer did not undertake its 
removal unless there were over two ounces of residual urine 

The prognosis in prostatectomy was excellent, since the impor. 
tance of relieving back pressure on the kidney by a preliminary 
suprapubic drainage had been recognized. It was mogt 
important never to empty too suddenly an over-distended 
bladder ; renal haemorrhage and death might easily follow 
rapid evacuation. A cancer of the prostate carried with it 
a poor prognosis for surgical removal. X-ray treatment would 
help to keep it in check. X rays were actually harmful jp 
cancer of the wall of the bladder. Diverticulum of the 
bladder—a condition due to a congenitally weak bladder wal} 
—would keep up a chronic cystitis until diagnosed by the 
cystoscope. Lavage and silver nitrate washes were the best 
treatment. Operative treatment of the condition was not 
satisfactory. 

A discussion followed the address. On the motion of Dr, 
W. E. Turner, seconded by Dr. J. WALKER Brash, a heart 
vote of thanks was unanimously accorded to Mr. Irwin for 
his very practical lecture. ,

THE PANEL DOCTOR AND THE PATIENT 

Str,—A panel doctor is not now free to order his patient 
a week’s rest, with sick pay, as part of his treatment. He 
must first satisfy a lay body, the approved society, that he 
is not (in the words of the R.M.O.) ‘‘ endangering the funds 
of the society.’’ Here is a case. , 

Mrs. R., on my panel since February Ist, 1929. In 
February, 1929, had three attendances at surgery, and one 
in 1930. No sick pay. On December 7th, 1931, was given 
a first certificate of rheumatism. On December 10th was 
““referred.’’ On December 12th my partner wrote to the 
R.M.O.: ‘‘ A first certificate was given to this woman on 
December 7th. I have, incidentally, forbidden her to leave 
her house for a week at least. May I inform you once again 
that I take the reference of such a patient as a professional 
insult? I should be glad if you would inform the society 
to this effect.’’ On December 14th I received this note: 
‘‘In reference to the communication of 10th inst. I have now 
arranged to examine Mrs. R. at her home.’’ No time was 
given. I complained to the R.M.O. that I considered this 
unethical, and that it was the first time in my long expe- 
rience that I had not been invited to be present at the 
examination of my patient. He replied: ‘‘ If your partner 
had been good enough to inform us as to the patient’s con- 
dition of health . . . it is extremely probable we could have 
satisfied the society at once.’’ Later, in the same letter: 
‘Tf a doctor in an ‘ unfit to attend’ case gives us sufficient 
reasons to satisfy the society,’’ etc. 

The sequel of the case has its significance. Mrs. R. was 
again referred (after being returned “‘ incapable ’’ on Decem- 
ber 15th) on the 28th. She came to me, and said she was 
tired of being spied on, and “signed off,’’ though not free 
from pain. 

What is the future of the panel service to be if we, as 
a profession, submit to lay control over our medical treatment 
of our patients lest we ‘‘ endanger the funds of the society? ” 
And as for our patients, they were glibiy promised ‘‘ ninepence 
for fourpence ’’ before the Act was passed ; they seem now to 
be in a fair way to get ‘‘ fourpence for ninepence.’’—
